•wives have been dumping their ga 
bago Into them, little thinking tha 
this very action, while saving a 
cents may cost many dollars in docto 
bills not only to themselves but to th 
community. The Health Officer state 
that he has discovered many of thes 
damping grounds but that it is 
in 


possible to fix-the blamo. The ga 
bags is there and that Is all there i 
to it. When the people of the dlstric 
are questioned they all disclaim know 
edge of having placed the filth abou 
and there is no way of stopping th 
nuisance.
